• For the v ast majority of infants of 
all classes of the commu nity I hav e 
for the past six y ears fou nd that the 
simplest, cheapest and best food for 
daily u se is a fair av erage qu ality of 
cow’s milk dilu ted with water accord­ 
ing to fhe age and digestiv e capacity of 
the child. 
The "top milk ," or the u p­ 
per jwrtiou of milk that has been al­ 
lowed to stand in a v essel at a temper­ 
atu re not abov e 00 degrees for from 
fou r to six hou rs, is sometimes prefer­ 
able. The proportion of fat to proteid* 
is mu ch greater in su ch milk and will 
better bear dilu ting. A pinch of either 
table salt or phosphate of sodiu m is 
added, becau se cow’s milk contains no 
soda salts, while hu man milk does, 
and a heaping teaspoon of raw cane 
su gar to the qu art. 
The mix tu re is 
placed in a dou ble cook er, with cold 
water in the ou iVr v essel, and allowed 
to remain on the fire for ten minu tes 
after the water has begu n to boil. This 
is 
v irtu ally 
pasteu rizing 
the 
milk , 
which has become modified by dilu tion 
and the addition of su its and su gar. 
The principal and most important ob­ 
ject of this process is not so mu ch tp 
attack germs as to act u pon the casein 
In su ch manner that the character of 
the cu rd will be modified by the milk 
cu rdling ferment in the child's stom­ 
ach, analogou s to remiet in the stom­ 
ach of the calf, withou t doing inju ry to 
other nu tritiou s components. 
This is 
materially aided by the dilu tion.—Table 
Talk .

At a late hour in the afternoon the 
Russian position was developed. They 
occupied an eminence on the banks of 
the Chi.
